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The recent arregts in Taiwan of persons suspected of subversive activities 
dincluded menbers of two major groups, as follows:

which involved subveraion of the Navy through U's influence with Fukieness 
officers. The plot also included the smuggling of arma, equipment, and 
personnel in junks from the mainland to the east coast of Taiwen.
